The  arrangement  whereby  I  act,  in  a  temporary  capacity,  as  Med¬ 
ical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District  of  Crawley  has  remained 
unchanged o  During  1963  the  Minister  granted  an  extension  of  the 
period  to  March,  1966,  but  the  Council,  during  196.5 9  resolved  to  make 
application  for  the  Minister’s  consent  to  maintain  the  status  quo  to 
March,  1968 o  Earlier  this  month,  approval  was  given  to  a  further 
extension  to  October,  1969°  The  total  population  of  the  three  dis¬ 
tricts  within  the  Combine,  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s 
estimates  for  mid-1966,  was  61,020°  That  of  Crawley  has  increased 
to  over  6.3?  000c 

Details  of  Vital  statistics  for  the  individual  districts  appear 
on  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section.  In  the  Horsham  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  again  rose  from  23,830  to 
24,190;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  dropped  to  l8*05,  while  the  correc¬ 
ted  Death  Rate  was  10o04«  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  142°  In  the 
Horsham  Rural  District  also  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  showed 
a  rise  from  26,190  to  26,700,  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  15°54, 
while  the  corrected  Death  Rate  dropped  to  8063°  Births  exceeded 
deaths  by  143°  In  the  Petworth  Rural  District  the  Estimated  Resident 
Population  was  given  as  10,130°  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  to 
l8°30,  while  the  corrected  Death  Rate  was  9°1&° 

Notifiable  Diseases 


Details  are  given  in  each  section  of  notifications  received 
during  the  year°  These  figures  were  at  a  low  level  during  1966° 


Three  cases  of  "food  poisoning"  were  the  subject  of  formal  not¬ 
ification  Two  of  these,  an  elderly  man  and  his  wife  living  in  the 
Urban  District,  suffered  from  staphylococcal  food  poisoning  believed

to  have  been  due  to  the  consumption  of  cold  hamQ  This  had  been 
cooked  at  home  after  purchase  and  the  evidence  suggested  that  in¬ 
fection  had  been  introduced  after  preparation,.  The  third  case  was 
that  of  a  teenage  girl,  living  in  the  Horsham  Rural  District,  who 
had  a  moderately  severe  illness  due  to  infection  by  Salmonella 
enteridit.isc  Although  other  members  of  the  family  had  not  been 
affected,  it  was  necessary  to  exclude  the  mother  from  work,  as  she 
was  employed  in  the  preparation  of  sandwiches  at  the  cafeteria  of 
a  large  store  in  Horsham,  until  negative  specimens  had  been  obtained „ 
In  this  instance  the  employers  were  co-operative  and  it  was  not  nec¬ 
essary  to  take  action  under  Section  4l  of  the  Public  Health  Act  196lo 


During  May  we  were  informed  by  the  Health  Department  of  an 
adjoining  district  in  East  Sussex  that  a  suspected  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  had  followed  a  "Buffet-Dance"  held  at  a  country  hotel  on 
a  Friday  eveningc  Three  couples  known  to  have  been  present  lived 
in  Crawley  and  a  further  two  in  the  Horsham  areao  Initial  enquir¬ 
ies  appeared  to  support  the  theory,  as  the  average  onset  of  gastro¬ 
intestinal  symptoms  occurred  approximately  36  hours  after  the  supper, 
namely  early  on  the  Sunday  morning 0  However  all  specimens  collected 
in  a  number  of  different  districts  revealed  no  pathogens  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  trouble  was  of  viral  origin*,  further  support 
for  this  view  was  the  fact  that  the  manager 9 s  wife,  -  who  had  pre¬ 
pared  the  "snacks",  -  and  the  rest  of  his  family,  all  became  affec¬ 
ted  with  similar  symptoms  during  the  early  hours  of  the  Friday  night » 
This  appears  to  be  an  outbreak  where  food  could  conceivably  have 
been  the  vehicle  of  infection  of  a  viral  disease o 

A  similar  occurrence  on  a  smaller  scale  had  occurred  in  the 
Horsham  Rural  District  during  April o  On  April  23th  a  local  prac¬ 

titioner  asked  that  enquiries  should  be  made  at  a  Country  Club  in 
the  Rural  District,  as  several  of  his  patients,  who  had  visited  there 
on  the  previous  Saturday,  had  suffered  from  apparent  food  poisoningo 
The  known  guests,  living  in  this  area  and  from  whom,  enquiries  could 
be  made,  were  a  married  couple  who  had  lunched  at  the  Club  with 
friends  from  London,  and  were  taken  ill  about  twelve  hours  later, 
and  also  a  mother  and  daughter  who,  having  dined  there  on  the  same 
day,  were  taken  ill  at  about  8  a0m»  on  the  Sunday  -  again  about 
twelve  hours  after  a  mea'lo  The  Inspector’s  very  detailed  enquiries 
suggested  the  likelihood  of  food  poisoning,  although  the  conditions 
in  the  kitchen  and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  were  excellent « 
There  was  no  history  of  illness  among  the  staff o  However,  as  in 

the  previous  case,  all  specimens  proved  negative  for  pathogenic 
organisms  and  the  illnesses  must  have  been  due  to  "viral  gastro¬ 
enteritis 

Of  recent  years  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  viral  gastro-enteritis  in  all  parts  of  Britain.  The 
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most  usual  variety,  often  referred  to  as  "epidemic  vomiting",  has 
a  sudden  onset  with  upper  abdominal  pain,  quickly  followed  by 
vomiting  and  possibly  by  diarrhoeas  Adults  in  particular  often 
complain  of  associated  dizsinesso  Although  most  distressing  to 
the  patient,  recovery  is  usually  fairly  rapido  All  parts  of  the 
country  have  been  affected,  while  small  villages  in  the  rural  areas 
often  have  explosive,  but  short-lived,  outbreaks  which  frequently 
start  in  the  local  schools  The  areas  where  the  condition  is  most 
troublesome  are  the  holiday  resorts,  where  the  turnover  of  popula¬ 
tion  is  greatesto  This  infection  is  not,  however,  met  with  only 
in  Great  Britain,  for  all  parts  of  the  world  report  similar  ex¬ 
periences,  and  at  a  recent  scientific  conference  in  London  a 
speaker  referred  to  "the  unprecedented  outbreak  of  viral  gastro¬ 
enteritis"  which  had  "swept  the  whole  of  the  North  American  con¬ 
tinent  during  the  last  six  months" 0 

The  history  of  medicine  shows  that  epidemic  infections  can 
only  be  controlled  when  the  cause  has  been  pin-pointed  -  namely  by 
the  detection  of  the  bacillus  or  virus  concernedo 

The  discovery  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  by  Koch  in  1882  marked 
the  turning  point  in  the  control,  of  tuberculosis,  for  it  led  to 
more  accurate  diagnosis,  to  the  development  of  preventive  measures 
by  Bo Co Go  vaccination  and  to  the  later  development  of  Streptomycin 
and  other  drugs,  so  invaluable  in  treatment «  Some  ten  years  later 
the  cause  of  diphtheria  was  demonstrated  by  Loeffler  and  soon  anti¬ 
toxin  was  developed  for  treatment,  while  in  the  early  thirties  there 
came  vaccines  for  prevention0  Now  this  disease  has  been  virtually 
eliminated  from  Britaino  The  detection  of  the  viruses  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  fifteen  years  ago  resulted  in  the  later  development  of  the 
Salk  vaccine  administered  by  injection,  and  to  the  more  recent  Sabin 
vaccine,  now  given  orally  to  the  majority  of  children 0  However,  so 
far  all  efforts  to  isolate  the  viruses  of  viral  gastro-enteritis 
have  failed,  but  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  learn  more  of 
the  causation,  and  the  Medica3..  Research  Council  has  set  up  a  special 
committee  to  consider  the  problem,. 

The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966 

The  above  regulations,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
March,  1966,  show  a  return  to  the  established  administrative  practice 
of  notification  of  communicable  disease  in  this  country,  as  they  re¬ 
place  those  made  in  1991 °  Leprosy  was  first  made  notifiable  in  that 
year,  but  all  information  was  to  be  sent  in  confidence  directly  to 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  -  a  departure  from 
the  tradition,  of  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  about 
which  the  Society  of  MoOSoHo  protested  at  the  timec  Under  the  new 
regulations  the  confidentiality  which,  for  obvious  reasons,  is  so 
essential,  when  dealing  with  leprosy,  will  be  maintained,  but  notifi¬ 
cations  will  be  sent  instead  to  the  MoOoHo  of  the  local  authority  in 
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whose  area  the  patient  re sides o  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  will 

continue  to  receive  details  of  every  case. 

The  purpose  of  the  regulations  is  to  bring  any  patient 
suffering  from  leprosy  within  the  scope  of  the  health  and  welfare 
services  simply  and  immediately,  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  the 
powers  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  available  to  MoOsoHo  in  case  they 
should  be  required 0 

It  is  important  to  realise  that  leprosy  is  not  a  highly  infec¬ 
tious  disease  -  its  infectivity  is  certainly  much  less  than  that  of 
tuberculosis o  Only  a  very  few  indigenous  cases  have  been  reported 
in  Britain  during  this  century. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

In  my  report  for  the  previous  year  I  remarked  that  no  more 
distressing  task  falls  to  the  lot  of  a  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  than  having  to  move  an  old  person  from  home  against  his  wisho 
Two  such  cases  came  to  light  during  the  month  of  December,  19 66. 

Early  in  that  month  I  was  told  by  a  local  practitioner  that  he 
had  been  summoned  by  neighbours  on  several  occasions  to  see  an  old 
man  of  89  years,  who  was  said  to  have  been  lying  unconscious  on  the 
floor  of  the  single  room  in  which  he  livedo  The  doctor  had  attended 
immediately,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  man  had  never  been  regis¬ 
tered  with  any  practitioner,  but  the  patient  had  always  refused  to 
permit  any  examinationo  It  was  found  that  over  recent  years  many 
efforts  had  been  made  to  give  assistance  through  the  various  social 
services,  but  he  had  adamantly  refused  to  allow  the  District  Nurse 
to  wash  him  or  to  accept  the  Meals-on- Wheels  which  were  taken  to  him0 
Although  he  had  been  confined  to  bed  for  over  a  week,  the  same  atti¬ 
tude  was  still  maintained  and  the  District  Nurse  had  visited  him 
daily  and  taken  food  which  she  had  prepared 0  I  visited  in  company 

with  the  doctor  and  the  District  Welfare  Officer  on  the  12th  December. 
Such  examination  as  was  permitted  revealed  he  had  an  old  war  wound 
of  the  right  foot,  for  which  special  footwear  had  at  one  time  been 
providedo  He  had  a  hernia  which  was  not  then  giving  much  trouble, 
but  he  complained  of  pain  in  the  left  shoulder,  apparently  due  to  a 
recent  fall.  Our  united  efforts  to  persuade  him  to  accept  immediate 
admission  to  an  Old  People ®s  Home  proved  quite  unsuccessful.  At  the 
time  of  our  visit  he  was  lying  on  a  filthy  mattress,  only  partly 
covered  by  a  couple  of  dirty  blankets  which  were  quite  inadequate 
to  keep  him  warm  in  the  cold  weather.  No  fire  had  been  lighted  in 
the  room  for  some  time,  where  the  only  other  means  of  heating  was  by 
a  paraffin  stove  which,  in  the  interests  of  safety,  had  not  been  used. 
The  old  man  himself  was  very  dirty.  It  was  necessary  to  make  appli¬ 
cation  under  Section  4?  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act 
1991  and  he  was  removed  to  Budgenor  Lodge  at  Midhurst  later  that  day. 
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He  was  clearly  appreciative  of  the  care  which  he  received  there ,  but 
a  few  days  later  he  died  suddenly  and  the  coroner's  post-mortem 
revealed  that  death  was  due  to  coronary  insufficiency 0 

The  second  case  was  that  of  an  old  woman  of  83  years,  living 
in  the  Urban  District,  whose  problems  had  been  referred  to  me  in 
the  previous  July  by  the  Case  Secretary  of  the  West  Sussex  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Blind®  She  was  registered  as  a  partially-sighted  per¬ 
son,  but  for  years  had  refused  all  offers  of  assistance  such  as 
Meals-on-Wheels,  Home  Help,  etc®  Her  neighbours  frequently  expressed 
considerable  anxiety,  with  particular  reference  to  the  use  of  an  oil 
stove  and  candles®  When  I  discussed  the  case  with  the  practitioner 
concerned,  he  did  not  feel  that  the  time  had  yet  come  when  compulsory 
action  would  be  justified®  However  during  the  last  few  months  of 
the  year  there  was  a  marked  deterioration  in  the  patient's  condition 
and  the  doctor  attempted  to  arrange  for  her  to  be  admitted  to  Horsham 
Hospital,  but  consent  was  refused® 

When  I  visited  on  December  28th  with  the  doctor  and  the  Health 
Visitor,  we  found  the  old  woman  upstairs  in  bed®  There  was  no  heat¬ 
ing  of  any  kind  in  the  house  and  the  kitchen  and  bedroom  were  very 
dirty,  while  the  patient  was  in  a  filthy  state®  Although  electric 
lighting  was  available  on  the  ground  floor,  the  bedrooms  were  not 
wired  and  she  invariably  carried  a  lighted  candle  with  her  and  kept 
it  on  when  in  bed®  Again  it  was  necessary  to  make  application  under 
the  relevant  section  and  when  this  was  granted  she  also  was  moved  to 
Budgenor  Ledge,  where  she  settled  down  quite  well®  One  might  mention 
that  in  both  of  these  cases  it  was  found  later  that  there  were  very 
adequate  financial  resources  both  in  cash  and  in  bank  deposits® 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 


The  occurrence  of  cases  of  mild  smallpox  (variola  minor)  in  the 
Midland  area  during  March  1966,  together  with  a  later  outbreak  in 
Monmouthshire,  made  it  necessary  for  all  those  leaving  our  shores, 
even  for  a  holiday  in  adjoining  countries,  to  have  current  interna¬ 
tional  certificates®  Whereas  the  average  number  stamped  each  year 
in  the  Health  Department  is  7 00,  during  1966  the  total  rose  to  3*738® 

Among  this  total  were  a  surprising  number  of  adults  -  of  all 
ages  -  who  had  recently  received  a  primary  smallpox  vaccination,  some 
only  a  few  days  before  the  commencement  of  their  holiday®  One  wonders 
how  many  suffered  illness,  or  at  least  severe  discomfort,  during  their 
vacation  and  how  many  wished  that  they  had  chosen  their  parents  more 
wisely,  when  they  would  have  been  dealt  with  in  childhood  and  thus 
given  protection  not  only  against  smallpox,  but  against  the  unpleasant 
reactions  which  are  so  prone  to  occur  when  smallpox  vaccination  is 
first  performed  in  later  life® 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year 
and  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report o 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  appreciation  of  the 
support  which  I  have  received  from  the  Chairmen  and  Council  Members o

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Horsham  is  a  compact  town  in  north  Sussex  surrounded  by  the 
rural  district  of  the  same  name.  Originally  a  typical  market 
town,  it  has  now  altered  in  character  to  become  a  residential  area 
with  some  office  and  light  industrial  building .  In  common  with 
other  towns  situated  within  40  miles  of  London,  it  houses  a  fair 
proportion  of  residents  who  travel  daily  to  work  in  that  city. 

The  total  number  of  houses  and  flats  erected  during  the  year, 
at  191  by  private  developers  and  90  by  the  Council,  was  38  less 
than  in  1965<>

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  routine  bacteriological  work 
from  the  area  was  referred  mainly  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
West  Park  Hospital,  Epsom*  This  had  been  in  operation  since  the  trans¬ 
fer  there  of  the  work  previously  carried  out  at  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  which  operated  at  Christ’s  Hospital  from  1939  to  1944, 
and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Medical  Director  and  his  staff  for  their 
very  helpful  co-operation*  However  the  need  to  send  specimens  by 
train  to  Epsom  caused  certain  complications,  while  during  1966  the 
railway  charges  were  raised  considerably*  It  was  therefore  decided 
to  transfer  the  work  to  the  Brighton  P*H*  Laboratory,  as  specimens 
can  be  sent  by  Southdown  'bus  to  the  Brighton  depot,  whence  they  are 
collected  by  the  laboratory.  This  has  effected  a  considerable  finan¬ 
cial  saving,  as  charges  for  both  carriage  and  telephone  calls  are  very 
much  less.  We  are  very  grateful  to  Dr*  Jameson  and  his  staff  for 
their  help*

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR,  MRo  G„  Ea  MAT ON 


It  is  a  peculiarity  of  the  present  that  an  offshoot  of  a  higher 
standard  of  living  is  a  steady  increase  in  noise  levels  and  I  believe 
that  this  will  be  found  to  be  a  major  problem  of  the  future  for  the 
environmental  health  services o  Owing  to  the  proximity  of  London  Air¬ 
port  (Gatwick)  much  concern  is  expressed  by  the  Public  Health  Commit¬ 
tee  over  aircraft  noise,  in  particular  that  caused  by  night  flights » 

The  continued  expansion  of  the  airport  indicates  that  this  problem 
will  grow  and  obviously  there  is  no  easy  solution » 

The  licence  to  make  unnecessary  noise  is  one  over  which  I  hope 
the  future  will  see  many  restrictions o  Education  must  have  a  large 
part  to  play  to  spread  the  theme  that  unnecessary  noise  is  anti-social o 
To  a  large  degree,  machinery  manufacturers  could  play  an  important 
part  by  designing  machines  to  be  as  quiet  as  possible o 

In  the  early  days  of  Clean  Air  Campaigns  it  was  possible  to  point 
out  to  offenders  that  smoke  was  a  loss  as  it  consisted  largely  of  un¬ 
burnt  fuels,  and  that  elimination  of  smoke  could  be  an  economy 0  It 
is  unfortunate  that  noise  suppression  is,  in  general,  an  added  expense o 

Some  manufacturing  processes  will  always  produce  noise,  so  good 
planning,  to  ensure  isolation  of  such  factories  from  residential,  areas, 
must  continue  to  be  the  prime  method  of  control »  The  power  to  require 

effective  sound  insulation  of  factory  buildings,  that  must  be  erected 
close  to  dwellings,  should  also  be  available 0 

A  concern  of  planning  must  surely  be  to  contain  the  continuous 
and  insidious  rise  in  the  background  noise  levels  of  residential  areas, 
and  in  this  prevention  all  technical  departments  of  a  Council  have  a 
part  to  playo 


To  ensure  that  food  sold  within  a  district  is  fit  for  consumption 
is  an  important  part  of  the  duties  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
it  is  a  matter  for  concern  that  errors  in  stock  rotation  in  shops  still 
occur,  and  that  short  shelf-life  goods  are  sold  after  they  should  have 
been  taken  off  salec  A  common  practice  is  to  rely  upon  the  distri¬ 
butors5  salesman  to  remove  out-of-date  stock  but  experience  has  shown 
that  this  method  can  lead  to  errors  and  the  Inspectors  take  care  to 
impress  upon  shopkeepers  that  it  is  their  responsibility  to  ensure  that 
their  stocks  are  in  a  marketable  condition  when  soldo  During  the  year 
a  letter  was  sent  to  all  shopkeepers  dealing  with  food,  drawing  their 
attention  to  stock  rotation  and  to  the  advent  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  196? ° 
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Slaughtering  recommenced  at  the  Central  Slaughterhouse  in 
January  1966  and  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  rose 
to  an  all-time  record  in  1966  of  3^^023*  This  number  was  10,368 
more  than  the  previous  year  and  the  post-mortem  inspection  of  each 
animal  (in  all  cases  to  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  Meat  Inspec¬ 
tion  Regulations  1963)  places  an  arduous  duty  upon  the  Inspectors* 

It  was  indeed  fortunate  that,  when  a  staff  vacancy  occurred  at  the 
period  of  maximum  kill  before  Christmas,  it  was  possible  to  obtain 
the  temporary  services  of  another  meat  inspector*  The  practice  of 
post-mortem  inspection  of  food  animals  calls  for  much  knowledge  and 
skill,  and  I  feel  it  is  a  tribute  to  the  staff  who  carry  out  this 
work  under  difficult  conditions  that  their  judgment  is  never  ques¬ 
tioned* 


The  number  of  improvement  grants  rose  by  16  to  46,  which 
constitutes  the  highest  figure  since  1963*  In  those  instances, 
when  tenants  requested  compulsory  improvement,  it  was  possible  to 
persuade  owners  to  carry  out  such  improvements  without  recourse 
to  statutory  action*  Housing  maintenance  should  be  a  continuous 
progress  of  adaptation  to  rising  standards  and  as  the  number  of 
unimproved  houses  is  reduced  one  can  turn  to  the  future*  Any  im¬ 
provements  to  an  existing  house  must  be  bounded  by  its  structure 
and  surroundings  and  the  next  obvious  step  will  be  the  improvement 
of  the  general  surroundings  of  an  area*  Perhaps,  however,  this 
line  of  thought  is  premature,  until  the  report  is  issued  which  will 
indicate  the  future  shape  of  Local  Government*

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  routine  bacteriological  work 
from  the  area  was  referred  mainly  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
West  Park  Hospital,  Epsom©  This  had  been  in  operation  since  the  trans¬ 
fer  there  of  the  work  previously  carried  out  at  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  which  operated  at  Christ’s  Hospital  from  1959  to  1944, 
and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Medical  Director  and  his  staff  for  their 
very  helpful  co-operation©  However  the  need  to  send  specimens  by 
train  to  Epsom  caused  certain  complications,  while  during  1966  the 
railway  charges  were  raised  considerably©  It  was  therefore  decided 
to  transfer  the  work  to  the  Brighton  P©H©  Laboratory,  as  specimens 
can  be  sent  by  Southdown  'bus  to  the  Brighton  depot,  whence  they  are 
collected  by  the  laboratory©  This  has  effected  a  considerable  finan¬ 
cial  saving,  as  charges  for  both  carriage  and  telephone  calls  are  very

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

Routine  samples  of  milk  taken  by  two  neighbouring  authorities 
revealed  the  presence  of  Brucella  abortus  type  1  in  untreated  milk 
which  was  bottled  on  a  farm  within  this  district 0  An  order  under 

Regulation  20,  directing  the  milk  for  heat-treatment,  was  served  upon 
the  farmer,  and  although  individual  samples  were  taken  and  affected 
animals  were  segregated  and  culled  from  the  herd,  further  bulk  sam¬ 
ples  revealed  that  the  infection  was  widespread o  Milk  produced  at 

this  farm  is  still  being  directed  for  heat-treatment  and  the  Regu¬ 
lation  20  direction  is  still  in  force  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  c 

Here  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  Northern  Ireland  it  is 
now  an  offence  to  sell  milk  unless  it  comes  from  a  brucella-free 
herd. 

Poultry 

There  are  no  permanent  recognised  processing  premises  within 
the  district,  although  some  small  establishments  carry  on  irreg¬ 
ular  light  poultry  trade  which  involves  slaughter  and  de-feathering 
of  poultry.  There  are  also  some  farm  premises  which  carry  on  a 
slaughtering  and  dressing  business  at  Christmas  time,  and  some 
rural  butchers  enjoy  a  considerable  processing  business  each  Decem¬ 
ber  o 


In  these  circumstances  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  assess 
the  numbers  and  types  of  birds  processed  and  rejected,  etc0  The 
size  of  this  poultry  problem  will  only  be  known  in  a  rural  district 
of  this  nature  when  legislation  is  introduced  which  will  require 
the  registration  of  premises  where  poultry  processing  takes  place.

The  "Standard  of  Fitness"  for  a  dweliinghouse,  as  laid  down  in 
Section  4  of  the  ®57  Act,  has  been  rightly  critic  is  e&  The  Central 
Housing  Advisory  Committee  appointed  in  February  1965  has  now  pro¬ 
duced  an  excellent  report,  "Our  Older  Homes  -  A  Call  for  Action" <> 
Among  the  far-reaching  recommendations  in  this  report  is  a  revised 
minimum  fitness  standard  which  includes  the  followings-  "There 
should  be  a  readily  accessible  water  closet  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling  in  a  properly  lighted  and  ventil¬ 
ated  compartment o"  This  should  bring  hope  (I  almost  wrote  "relief") 
to  the  many  users  of  pail  closets  within  this  rural  district., 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  here  that  very  soon  this  Council  may 
have  a  clear  conscience  in  this  respect o  Improvements  to  Council 
houses  in  Dragons  Green  are  imminent  and  the  completion  of  this  work 
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Part  4  -  Housing  (continued) 

will  mean  that  all  Council-owned  houses  will  be  provided  with  water 
closets o  Soon  the  quest! on,  "Do  the  Council  own  any  houses  with 
pail  closets?"  will  no  longer  be  feared  when  speaking  to  audiences 
about  improvement  grants 0 

The  present  standard  of  fitness  makes  no  reference  to  envir¬ 
onment  o  However,  in  its  report  the  Committee  seeks  to  remedy  the 
situation  and  states,  "We  attach  great  importance  to  the  environment 
in  which  houses  stand  oooooo  a  house  cannot  be  satisfactory  if  its 
environment  is  not  satisfactory . "  "In  order  to  achieve  environ¬ 
mental  improvements  oooooo  it  will  be  necessary  for  careful  consul¬ 
tation  to  take  place  with  the  local  planning  authority  and  M0O0H0" 

Industry,  and  this  includes  factory  farms,  producing  noise, 
air  pollution  and  vibration,  do  not  belong  near  residential  areas 
and  similarly  new  dwellings  ought  never  to  be  erected  in  close 
proximity  to  such  industrialised  units »  This  is  not  merely  good 
planning,  it  is  just  common  sense,  and  yet  there  are  glaring  exam- 
pies  of  our  failure  to  use  this  essential  ingredient o 

Improvement  Grants 

All  improvement  grant  work  is  dealt  with  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  procedure  of  carrying  out  special  housing  sur¬ 
veys,  particularly  in  areas  where  main  drainage  is  imminent,  is 
proving  successful <, 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  in  Barns  Green  prompted  the 
holding  of  a  public  meeting  and  the  showing  of  a  film  in  the  vill¬ 
age  hall,  when  improvements  were  dealt  with  in  addition  to  drainage 
queries o  Lectures,  including  the  showing  of  slides  taken  by  the 
department,  have  been  given  to  local  organisations  at  Rusper,  Dial 
Post  and  Slinfold  during  the  year.

The  work  of  condemning  food,  houses,  etc0,  and  being  associated 
with  sub-standard  conditions,  probably  makes  improvement  work  sc 
very  satisfying  to  the  public  health  inspector,  who  is  generally 
full  of  praise  for  this  improvement  grant  legislation©  However, 
practice  reveals  anomalies  which  require  investigation 
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Part  4  -  Housing  (continued) 

Point  1  ~  Water  Supply  %  many  older  houses  are  supplied  with 
mains  water  by  a  joint  service  pipe  which  may  feed  from  two  to 
twelve  dwellings o  Proposals  to  install  new  sanitary  fittings 
often  result  in  a  request-  by  the  local  Water  Board  to  provide  a 
separate  connection  to  the  Board’s  main®  As  this  work  is  outside 
the  scope  of  the  present  improvement  grants  scheme,  a  request  was 
made  to  the  Council  to  operate  the  provisions  of  Section  96  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1964,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed 

"That  as  a  general  policy  decision  the  Council  will  make 
grants  under  the  provisions  of  Section  96  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1964,  but  restricted  to  those  cases  where  a  separate  service  pipe 
for  water  supply  is  being  provided  as  part  of  an  improvement  grant 
scheme,  such  grants  not  to  exceed  50%  of  the  actual,  costs  of  the 
work  properly  incurred  in  connection  with  that  service®" 

The  burden  of  this  scheme,  however,  is  placed  upon  the  rate¬ 
payer,  and  it  is  felt  that  as  the  provision,  of  a  separate  water 
service  pipe  is  often  an  essential  part  of  the  improvement  scheme, 
then  consideration  should  be  given  to  allowing  the  cost  of  this 
work  to  be  grant-aided®  It  could  be  the  subject  of  an  additional 
amount  of  grant  in  the  same  way  as  is  "taking  a  supply  of  water 
into  the  dwelling  for  the  first-  time"® 

Point-  2  -  Drainage  Disposals  occasionally  there  is  no  alter¬ 
native  to  the  provision  of  a  cesspool  because  the  site  will  not 
permit  any  other  form  of  drainage®  Present  requirements  under 
the  Building  .Regulations  stipulate  a  minimum  capacity  of  4,000 
gallons  and  this  cost  is  greater  than  that  of  the  average  septic 
tank®  And  yet  the  latter  is  grant-earning ;  the  former  is  not® 

Point  3  ~  Compulsory  Powers;  an  owner  unwilling  to  improve 
his  property  may  be  required,  under  the  compulsory  improvement 
procedure  at  the  request  of  his  tenant,  to  do  this  work®  On  the 
other  hand,  an  unwilling  tenant  can  stymie  the  efforts  of  his 
landlord  to  carry  out  improvements  and  the  local  authority  are 
powerless  to  act®  Such  circumstances  lend  weight  to  the  owner’s 
comment  that  this  legislation  is  biased  heavily  against  the  good 
landlord  who  is  seeking  genuinely  to  improve  his  property® 

Improvement  Areas 

The  current  practice  of  carrying  out  housing  surveys  in  areas 
where  main  drainage  is  imminent  is  achieving  reasonable  success 
and  this  fact,  together  with  the  massive  paper  work  involved  with 
"Improvement  Areas"  procedures  under  the  1964  Housing  Act,  has 
discouraged  any  survey  work  under  the  latter  legislation®

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  completion  of  main  drainage  schemes  at  Mannings  Heath  and 
Kerves  Lane  (Horsham)  resulted  in  86  houses  being  connected  to 
public  sewers  during  the  year©  This  figure  is  likely  to  be  impro¬ 
ved  upon  in  next  year 3 s  report,  because  the  sewerage  of  Barns  Green 
and  Dial  Post,  currently  in  progress,  will  have  been  completed. 

Although  the  main  drainage  of  Barns  Green  will  complete  the 
programme  of  sewerage  of  all  principal  village  areas  in  the  Rural 
District,  a  sizeable  problem  remains  with  certain  small  hamlets. 
Conditions,  particularly  in  the  summer  months,  merit  further  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  public  sewers  in 
the  following  areas;- 

Monks  Gate, 

Coolham, 

Maplehurst , 

Nuthurst, 

Lyons  Corner  (Slinfold) 

Although  this  point  has  often  been  made  before,  it  is  well 
worth  repeating  that  owners  of  sub-standard  houses  are  unwilling 
to  spend  money  upon  repairs  and  improvements  until  main  drainage 
becomes  available;  there  are  many  houses  in  the  Rural  District 
which  would  have  been  allowed  to  become  unfit  to  live  in  had  main 
drainage  not  been  provided©

Part  7  -  MISCELLANEOUS  LEGISLATION 


1.  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

Increasing  work  under  this  legislation,  plus  pressure  of 
other  essential  duties,  prompted  the  discontinuance  of  routine 
testing  of  tanks  which  had  been  installed  for  more  than  twenty- 
years.  However,  spot  tests  and  tests  upon  tanks  which  may  be 
under  the  slightest  suspicion  are  still  carried  out. 

There  are  32  public  filling  stations  and  64  private  install¬ 
ations  in  the  district,  making  a  total  of  96  premises  licensed  to 
store  petroleum  spirit. 

Nineteen  new  underground  storage  tanks  were  installed  during 
the  year  and  subjected  to  air  pressure  tests. 

Twenty-two  informal  notices  requiring  compliance  with  licence 
conditions  were  served  in  respect  of  sixteen  installations. 

2.  Rent  Act,  1957 

No  applications  were  received  or  certificates  issued  under 
this  legislation. 


3«  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  .1963 

Fourteen  licences  were  granted  to  board  dogs  and/or  cats 
during  the  year. 


4 .  The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

Licensing  duties  under  this  legislation  were  delegated  to 
the  District  Council  in  July. 

A  survey  of  18  premises  previously  licensed  revealed  that 
12  were  out  of  use.  5  licences  were  subsequently  issued  after 
compliance  with  this  Order  had  been  attained,  and  1  application 
was  not  granted  because  of  unsatisfactory  conditions.

The  public  water  supply  is  controlled  by  the  North  West  Sussex 
Water  Board 0  There  was  no  appreciable  change  in  the  method  or  area 
of  supply;  the  greater  part  of  this  Rural  District  is  supplied  from 
the  Haslingbourne  (Petworth)  boreholes  and  springs o  The  Loxwood 
(including  If old)  and  Wisborough  Green  areas  are  supplied  via 
Billingshurst  from  the  Hardham  river  supply;  Northchapel,  including 
Fisher  Street  and  Shillinglee,  from  the  boreholes  at  Lodswortho 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  main  distributive  areas 
of  the  District  thoughout  the  year  with  satisfactory  result s.  One 
sample  of  water,  however,  taken  from  a  private  house  supplied  by  the 
Water  Undertaking,  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactor,y0  After  repeated 
samples  had  proved  to  be  the  same,  minute  inspection  of  the  tap  and

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Loxwood-Ifold-Plaistow  sewerage 
scheme  progressed  very  well  during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
about  half  of  the  scheme  was  completed,,  During  196??  particularly 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  there  will  be  great  activity  in  connect¬ 
ing  dwellings  to  the  new  sewers,  for  which  laterals  have  been  provided 
up  to  the  boundaries  or  within  100  feet  of  the  existing  cesspools 
wherever  this  was  a  feasible  and  reasonable  proposition,, 

It  is  possible  that  additional  staff  may  be  required  for  a  period 
to  assist  in  the  supervision  of  the  work  and  the  filling  of  disused 
cesspools  which  will  follow „  It  will  be  very  important,  when  the  work 
is  being  carried  out,  to  see  that  surface  water  is  not  connected  to  the 
soil  drain  system 0 

A  contract  has  been  signed  for  the  Kirdford  sewerage  scheme  and 
this  is  expected  to  start  early  in  1967°  The  completion  of  this  con¬ 
tract  will  probably  coincide  with  that  of  the  Lcxwood-Plaistow  scheme, 
thus  increasing  still  further  the  need  of  staff  to  supervise  the  change 
over  from  cesspools  to  public  sewers « 

The  Bury- Bignor-Sut ton  drainage  scheme  has  not  proceeded  very  far 
during  1966 „  Difficulty  was  encountered  in  finding  a  site  for  the 
sewage  disposal  works,  mainly  because  of  the  unwillingness  of  various 
landowners  to  sell  an  area  of  land  for  this  purpose „ 

The  developers  of  a  piece  of  land  in  Houghton  Lane,  Bury,  were 
given  permission  by  the  Council  to  enlarge  the  existing  Council  estate 
sewage  works  to  enable  houses  to  be  erected  without  waiting  for  the 
proposed  public  sewerage  scheme  and  this  work  was  about  to  start  at 
the  close  of  the  year„ 

Further  progress  was  made  on  the  Tripp  Hill  section  of  the 
Fittleworth  village  sewerage  undertaking,.  This  section  was  delayed 
until  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  carried  out  the  widening  of  the 
river  bridge,  over  which  the  new  sewer  had  to  pass,  to  reach  the  main 
pumping  station  and  the  sewage  disposal  works „  A  small  pumping 
station  is  to  be  constructed  near  the  old  railway  station  and  this 
will  pump  macerated  sewage  over  the  river  bridge,  through  a  V/z  inch 
P„VoC„  pipe„  This  extension  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  if  approved 
should  be  provided  in  1967©  A  passing  comment  may  be  made  that 
£5»000  was  the  estimated  cost  of  this  work  in  1999  when  the  rest  of 
the  village  was  seweredo  The  estimated  cost  now  is  £20,000© 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage  (Continued) 


The  Petworth  North  sewage  works  were  extended  during  the  year 
at  a  cost  of  about  £6,000o  This  consisted  of  the  utilisation  of 
the  old  (disused)  sewage  works  by  the  addition  of  a  further  settling 
tank,  a  receiving  hopper  and  a  number  of  sludge  drying  beds  with  the 
necessary  roads,  pumps,  etcQ  This  extension  will  enable  the  Council 
to  make  use  of  the  spare  capacity  of  these  works,  (which  were  origi¬ 
nally  built  by  the  War  Department  for  an  Army  camp  during  the  last 
war),  and  will  now  accept  up  to  10,000  gallons  per  day  of  cesspool 
liquid  discharged  from  tankers 0 

No  other  substantial  changes  have  been  made  to  sewage  works 
during  the  yearc  The  effluents  are  sampled  by  the  Sussex  River 
Authority  and  were  generally  up  to  standard 0 

The  Council  maintains  two  small,  sewage  disposal  works  on  private 
estates  at  Loxwood  upon  payment  by  the  estate  developers  until  the 
public  sewer  is  available,  which  should  be  late  in  196? ° 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  maintaining  many  small  disposal 
plants  belonging  to  the  Council  as  housing  authority o  These  worked 
reasonably  well,  but  in  most  cases  great  difficulty  is  encountered  in 
maintaining  a  reasonable  effluent  owing  to  their  age  and  type  of  con- 
struction0  Many  of  these  plants  will  become  defunct  by  the  end  of 
another  year  when  public  sewers  are  available o 


Cesspool  emptying 


The  contract  for  cesspool  emptying  was  continued  as  before  and 
was  carried  out  efficiently o  Difficulties  in  disposing  of  the 
vehicle  contents  continued,  becoming  almost  impossible  in  wet  weather 
when  the  lorries  could  not  get  on  to  fields  for  disposal.. 

Permission  was  given  to  discharge,  for  a  temporary  period,  into 
the  refuse  pits  at  Byworth  until  the  sewage  works  at  Petworth  North 
was  ready  to  receive  cesspool  liquor o 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  alter  the  schedule  of  refuse 
collection  by  reason  of  the  increased  number  of  dwellings  on  the  Ifold 
estate  at  Plaist-ow,  the  South  Grove  and  Wyndham  Road  areas  of  Petworth 
and  at  Fittlewortho  The  second  vehicle ,  which  previously  had  been 
’rested*  each  Monday,  was  brought  into  full  service,  but  as  by  April 
a  new  vehicle  had  been  delivered,  it  was  possible  to  have  a  "spare9 
vehicle  so  that  in  the  event  of  a  breakdown  this  could  be  usedo  This 
vehicle  is  not  licensed  unless  and  until  it  is  required,  which  un¬ 
fortunately  precludes  its  use  while  either  of  the  other  two  vehicles 
are  off  the  road  for  short  periods,  e0g0  for  servicing^ 

The  new  schedule  is  working  satisfactorily  and  there  should  be 
no  need  to  alter  it  again  for  two  or  three  years 0  With  kerb-side 

collection,  the  Council  requiring  occupiers  to  place  the  bin  out  on 
collection  days,  the  major  alteration  of  a  schedule  is  something  of 
an  administrative  problem,  with  every  householder  concerned  having  to 
receive  notice  of  the  change  of  days0 

There  was  no  change  in  the  site  and  method  of  disposal,  which  is 
tipping  crude  into  a  disused  stone  pit  and  covering  with  surplus  earth 
and  builder's  rubbisho  An  agricultural  tractor  was  bought  by  the 
Council  and  is  fitted  with  an.  hydraulically  operated  bucket  and  blade o 
This  is  worked  part-time  on  the  refuse  tip  and  serves  to  keep  the 
edge  of  the  tip  level e

New  Housxng 

Forty  new  houses  were  built  for  private  enterprise  within  the 
District.  The  development  of  plots  made  available  by  the  Leconfield 
Estate  Company  continues  to  be  slow,  the  price  of  plots  being  far  out¬ 
side  the  range  of  the  average  person®  The  Li.ttlecote  development 
continues  to  offer  us  housing  of  different  type  at  a  lower  price. 

Three  Council  Houses  and  two  bungalows  were  built  at  Northchapel 
and  Sutton  respectively  by  the  Rural  District  Council®  The  total 
number  of  applicants  now  outstanding  on  the  waiting  list  is  420.
